PLACEMENT  BUREAU,  in  an 

effort  to  better  serve  the  stu- 
dents, has  issued  a campus  mem- 
orandum concerning  the  school 
policy  for  selling  on  campus. 

The  policy  is  divided  into  two 
classifications;  that  initiated  by 
an  official  University  agency 
for  the  benefit  of  the  University 
students,  and  that  initiated  by  a 
commercial  firm  or  by  a student 
who  is  representing  a commer- 
cial firm. 

OVER  THE  YEARS  individ- 
uals and  organizations  have 
swamped  the  campus  with  many 
types  of  commercial  articles, 
thus  creating  a need  for  such  a 
policy.  With  few  exceptions  sol- 
iciting is  not  permitted  on  cam- 
pus. 

The  present  policy  was  re- 
cently reaffirmed  by  the  Student 
Personnel  Services  Committee 
composed  of  the  Dean  of  Stu-

Battered  Bouquet. . . 

Botany  Department  Displays 
Expensive  Flower  Models 


HAVE  YOU  EVER  seen  a 

$3,500  bouquet  of  posies? 

You  can,  right  on  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  campus. 

Just  climb  to  the  second  floor 
of  the  Brimhall  Building,  turn 
to  your  right  and  there  you  are 
— forty  handmade,  scale  models 
of  flowers,  from  potato  blos- 
soms to  water  lilies. 

THE  FLOWER  models  were 
made  in  France  and  purchased 
by  the  Deseret  Museum.  When 
the  museum  was  disbanded,  in 
1933,  BYU  inherited  the  models. 

They  were  first  placed  on 
lower  campus,  and  later  dis- 
played in  the  Brimhall  lobby. 

In  addition  to  their  rarity, 
they  also  proved  quite  valuable 
for  instructional  purposes. 

LAST  WINTER,  a project  was 
under  way  to  patch  blemishes. 
Many  botany  students,  armed 


with  toothbrushes  and  soap  bars 
cleaned  the  models. 

When  the  dirt  was  removed, 
it  was  discovered  that  some  of 
the  models  would  have  to  be 
completely  rebuilt.  Mrs.  Kent 
McKnight,  artist  wife  of  Kent 
H.  McKnight,  of  the  botany  de- 
partment, was  called  in. 

Mrs.  McKnight  went  to  work 
on  the  battered  bouquet,  replac- 
ing lacerated  leaves  and  petals 
with  a mixture  of  celotex , and 
glue. 


BYU’s  team  would  consist  of 
one  married  couple  and  five 
single  men.
